Dr.  Bernhard  Heads  Illinois  University 

Social  Science  Dean  Resigns  Post 


Carthage  Jail  and  forty  miles 
east  of  Nauvoo,”  commented  Dr. 
Bernhard.  “The  town  has  a pop- 
ulation of  18-20,000  which  is  about 
the  size  of  Logan.  “ 

“Presently  8,300  students  are 
enrolled  at  the  University.  By 
1975  the  school  is  expected  to 
have  18,000  enrolled,”  Dean  Bern- 
hard  said.  “This  will  be  a chal- 
lenge,” “I  am  excited  about  the 
possiblities.” 

EXPANSION 

He  said,  “Illinois  is  the  most 
progressive  state  in  higher  edu- 
cation. Several  20-story  high-rise 
dormitories  are  being  built  on  the 
campus.  To  some  extent  Western 
Illinois  is  facing  the  same  type 
of  problems  BYU  faced  when  it 
expanded,”  said  Dean  Bern- 
hard. 

Western  Illinois  was  started  in 
1899  as  a teacher's  college. 
Higher  education  in  Illinois,  Dr. 
Bernhard  explained,  “is  in  the 
process  of  changing  the  school 
from  an  old-fashioned  single-pur- 
pose teachers  college  to  a broadly 
based  liberal  arts  and  sciences 
school.”  At  the  present  time  only 
masters  degrees  are  being  given. 

HELPFUL  EXPERIENCE 

Dr.  Bernhard  was  the  Admini- 
strative Assistant  to  BYU  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  in  1959- 
62,  and  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Humanities  and  Social  Sciences 
from  1962-65. 

“This  experience  has  been  very 
helpful.”  remarked  Dean  Bern- 
hard.  “It  has  given  me,  an  in- 
sight into  academics  and  I have 
come  to  appreciate  the  academic 
side  of  the  faculty  and  students.” 

Dr.  Bernhard  was  Commodity 
Research  Analyst  with  Olson 
Brothers  in  North  Hollywood, 
Calif,  and  a staff  assistant  to 
Howard  R.  Hughes  in  Los  An- 
geles at  one  time. 

HATES  TO  LEAVE 

“I  hate  to  leave  the  Y but,  on 
the  other  hand,  it  is  hard  to  say 
no  to  an  opportunity  that  comes 


to  you,”  Dr.  Bernhard  said. 

Dr.  Bernhard  once  met  with  this 
comment  while  being  interviewed 
in  Illinois.  “Once  we  drove  you 
out  (the  Mormons)  and  now  it  is 
time  to  invite  you  back  in.”  We 
will  be  going  back  to  an  area  that 
was  important  in  early  Latter-day 
Saint  history,”  he  commented. 

“One  question  of  some  con- 
cern was  my  religious  convic- 
tion,” Dean  Bernhard  said.  “I 
believe  in  the  separation  of  church 
and  state.  This  is  a public  uni- 
versity and  not  the  place  to 
preach  faith  on  campus. 

However  we  hope  to  stand  and 
serve  as  good  examples  of  the 
Church.  There  is  a small  branch 
of  the  Church  in  Macomb  and 
services  are  held  in  the  basement 
of  a bank.  The  Branch  President 
is  a graduate  of  BYU  and  teaches 
language  at  the  University.”

Who  will  be  the  Democratic  Pai-ty’s  nominee  for  Presi- 
dent this  year? 

Up  until  late  Tuesday  night,  it  was  naturally  assumed 
that  the  incumbent,  Lyndon  Baines  Johnson,  would  receive 
his  party’s  nomination  for  reelection. 

Now,  however,  I’m  not  so  sure. 

On  Tuesday,  Democratic  voters  in  the  Eastern  seaboard 
state  of  New  Hampshire  turned  out  to  cast  their  ballots  in 
the  Presidential  preferential  primary. 

The  votes  cast  did  not  give  the  President  the  over- 
whelming majority  his  supporters  had  anticipated.  Instead, 
46  per  cent  of  those  who  cast  ballots  in  the  primary  cast 
them  for  candidates  other  than  Johnson. 

About  36  per  cent  of  the  anti-Johnson  vote  went  to 
“peace”  candidate  Eugene  J.  McCarthy,  the  senior  senator 
from  Minnesota. 

The  surprise  of  McCarthy’s  remarkable  vote  total  was 
surpassed  only  by  the  shock  and  dismay  of  the  Johnson 
forces  when  the  results  of  the  elections  for  the  24  seats  al- 
lotted New  Hampshire  in  the  National  Convention  were 
announced. 

Evidently  the  44  candidates  who  were  supporting  the 
President  split  the  pro-Johnson  vote  among  themselves  and 
allowed  the  single  slate  of  McCarthy  supporters  to  capture 
all  but  one  of  the  seats.  Thus,  the  President  will  control 
only  one  of  New  Hampshire’s  delegates,  while  Sen.  McCar- 
thy will  control  23. 

Johnson  has  tried  to  play  down  the  importance  of  the 
New  Hampshire  primary,  calling  it  an  election  where  “any- 
body can  run  and  everybody  can  win.” 

But  not  even  the  eloquent  statements  of  the  President 
can  hide  the  reality  that  the  primary  exposed  a wide  rift 
within  the  Democratic  Party. 

And  so  it  seems  the  Democrats  face  a real  dilemma 
this  year.  In  order  to  win  the  General  Election  they  must 
nominate  a candidate  who  will  appeal  not  only  to  the  vast 
majority  of  Democrats,  but  also  to  a substantial  portion  of 
the  independent  sector. 

Who  can  this  candidate  be?  Certainly  not  McCarthy, 
who  polled  less  than  half  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  primary. 
Yet  Johnson’s  lack  of  populai-ity  even  in  his  own  party  was 
indicated  by  his  failure  to  pull  the  vote  normally  accorded 
an  incumbent. 

So  there  in  a nutshell  is  the  situation  they  face.  If 
they  nominate  McCarthy,  they  will  be  nominating  a man 
who  cannot  even  poll  half  the  Democratic  vote,  despite  his 
potential  popularity  with  the  independent  sector. 

If  they  nominate  Johnson,  they  will  be  nominating  a 
man  who  cannot  be  assured  of  the  votes  of  the  independent 
sector,  despite  the  fact  that  he  leads  the  field  of  candidates 
within  the  Party. 

Of  course,  the  Democrats  can  always  turn  to  Sen.  Rob- 
ert Kennedy,  a willing  and  avowed  candidate.  At  any  rate, 
whoever  said  that  1968  would  be  a dull  year  entirely  under- 
estimated the  situation.  With  three  possible  candidates  in 
each  of  the  major  parties,  and  with  a third  party  movement 
on  the  scene,  this  year  promises  to  be  fascinating.

Rights  Bill 
Suffers  Blow 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — Dealt  a 
stunning  setback  by  the  rules  com- 
mittee, House  Democratic  leaders 
today  faced  a key  decision  on 
whether  to  abandon  their  attempt 
to  push  through  the  Senate’s  open 
housing  bill  unchanged. 

“We  are  considering  several 
courses,’’  said  Democratic  Leader 
Carl  Albert,  Okla.,  Tuesday  in  the 
wake  of  the  rules  committee  vote 
delaying  any  action  on  the  measure 
until  April  9,  two  days  before  the 
start  of  Congress'  10-day  Easter  re- 
cess. 

The  rules  action  killed  the  plan 
of  the  leadership  to  have  the  bill 
returned  to  the  House  floor  next 
week  for  a quick  “up  or  down” 
vote,  and  it  hurt  the  chances  of 
House  passage  of  the  measure  in 
the  form  which  it  came  from  the 
Senate. 

While  the  committee  action 
shocked  Democratic  leaders  who 
were  confident  they  had  the  votes 
on  the  panel,  it  clearly  improved 
chances  for  an  alternative  plan 
pushed  by  Republican  leader  Ger- 
ald R.  Ford,  Mich.,  to  have  the 
bill  sent  to  a House-Senate  confer- 
ence committee  for  modifications.^ 

Ford  and  other  key  GOP  leaders 
were  to  present  their  plan  for  modi- 
fying the  bill  to  a party  caucus  to- 
day. 

As  passed  by  the  Senate,  the  bill 
would  forbid  discrimination  in  the 
sale  or  rental  of  two-thirds  of  the 
nation’s  housing  by  1970.  It  also 
contains  anti-riot  provisions,  new 
safeguards  against  racial  intimida- 
tion, and  a statement  of  rights  for 
Indians. 


Moshe  Dayan 


Injured  In 


Earth  Slide 


JERUSALEM  (UPI)  — Defense 
Minister  Gen.  Moshe  Dayan,  the 
one-eyed  hero  of  two  Israeli  wars 
against  the  Arab  world,  was  in- 
jured today  in  an  earth  slide  while 
engaging  in  his  hobby  of  archeolog- 
ical exploration. 

A spokesman  at  Tel  Hashomer 
Hospital  in  Jerusalem  said  Dayan 
was  only  “slightly”  injured  in  the 
accident  near  Holon.  He  said  Dayan 
had  shown  considerable  improve- 
ment and  that  no  surgery  would  be 
required. 

The  extent  of  Dayan’s  injuries 
were  not  immediately  clear.
